MEETING CHAOS AS BASEBALL GAME BREAKS OUT 

A public meeting of the Hamptons Zoning Board 
last Wednesday erupted in chaos and confusion 
as the 9-member board was challenged by 
several members of the public to resolve their 
issues by means of playing a baseball game. The 
end result was a scene of costly destruction in 
the board’s meeting room at Hamptons Town 
Hall, with several broken windows, smashed 
furniture and cracked plaster. Police were 
brought in to investigate and help determine 
how the ill-advised game got started. The idea 
for the game is reported to have originated with 
Marcus Willbury, a resident of Springs, who had 


come before the board with a proposal to install 
a hot tub in his backyard. When the board 
seemed unimpressed with his application, 
Willbury became irate and suggested—as an 
apparent joke—that they play a baseball game in 
order to settle the question. A number of other 
local residents in attendance with business 
before the board expressed their enthusiasm 
for the idea, but nobody believed that the board 
would consent to such a method of making 
decisions. Then, to everyone’s surprise, the 
members of the board, after conferring among 
themselves, announced that they were receptive 
to the idea. Minutes taken at the meeting 
show that Wilfred Gench, the chairman of the 
Zoning Board, expressed the board’s consensus 
opinion concerning Willbury’s proposal thusly: 
“Our vote is unanimous. What could be more 
American than a friendly game of baseball? All 
of those with business before the board should 
start your warm-ups—we’re going to settle this 
on the diamond.” However, as it was raining 
outside, a decision was made to move the game 
indoors—into the Zoning Board’s own meeting 
room. “It was a terrible idea,” said Hamptons 


Police spokesman Larry Hirsch. “It’s an historic 
space with antique furniture and leaded glass 
windows.

hereis a wonderful exhibition of photographs 

of Jackie Bouvier Kennedy Onassis on view 
through Columbus Day weekend at the Clinton 
Academy in East Hampton. 

All the photos were taken when Jackie was a 
little girl in the 1930s. As part of high society, she 
and her younger sister spent summers at their 
parent’s estate, “Lasata,” on Further Lane in East 
Hampton, swimming, riding and playing games. 
But Jackie, her mother thought, was special. At 
the time, one of the New York City newspapers 
published a weekly supplement—brown ink on 
thicker paper—to keep track of the doings of 
this social set. For that purpose, the paper had 
a photographer out for the summer to provide 
them with pictures of these people. Everybody, 
including those being photographed, wanted 
to see everybody all dressed up and smiling 
and going to fairs, playing croquet, tennis 
or whatever. 

Jackie’s mother, Janet Lee, encouraged 
this society photographer, Bert Morgan, to 
specifically take pictures of Jackie, not just for 
one event or another, but for all occasions she 
attended from the time she was 4-years-old 


until she was 15. Many of these photographs 
wound up not only in the Bouvier family 
albums, but also in the newspapers. Bert and 
his son Richard, at the time of their retirement 
from photographing the social set, had nearly 
500,000 negatives of photographs they'd shot. 

In any case, Jackie is adorable, and you can go 
to.Clinton Academy and enjoy Jackie, the future 
First Lady, as she grows up, and look at her 
sister Lee and her friends and parents. There 
are also photographs, in a second floor gallery, 
of some members of society at that time taken 
by others—photos the Historical Society owns. 

There were two photographs from this era 
that I found particularly amusing. Neither is 
of Jackie. One of them is of a handsome young 
couple sitting on a split rail fence bordering a 
horse pasture. He is square-jawed with dark 
hair all slicked back as he smiles admiringly at 
his girl. She is very pretty, with curly blond hair, 
and she shows a little leg as she looks at the 
camera. The woman is the internationally known 
Swedish ice skater and Olympic champion Sonja 
Henie, who was at this time in the middle of her 
star turn as a film actress. 

Here’s the caption:

Opioids and Cars Are the Order of the Day in the Hamptons

A nyone who thinks opioids are an epidemic 
everywhere around the country but not in 
the Hamptons is kidding themselves. According 
to reports, last winter 18-year-old Jordan 
Johnson, a star on the East Hampton High 
School football team, reportedly said he was 
given 100 mg of morphine at a local party and 
fell unconscious. In the hours that followed, 
partygoers made videos of him lying there. 
Some were posted. One had the comment 
“Why is he out still.” It took 12 hours before 
somebody decided maybe it was time to call 
911. The police and paramedics came. They 
took Jordan to the hospital, where doctors put 
him in a medically induced coma. He survived. 
A course of rehab was given so he could learn 
how to walk again. 

Two weeks ago, 22-year-old Hallie Ulrich, 
a graduate of Pierson High School in Sag 
Harbor, was discovered dead of a heroin 
overdose, police believe. The day she died, 
her friend, 28-year-old Michael Goericke, called 
911 to report her missing, investigators believe. 


Then, two days later, they found him also 
dead of an overdose, which they believe to be 
from heroin. 

It’s been said that drug manufacturers are the 
cause of this epidemic, because they provide 
financial incentives to doctors to urge them 
to prescribe opiates for pain in staggering 
amounts. I don’t know for sure about financial 
incentives, but I can confirm the part about the 
staggering amounts. 

Last week I went to dinner at the house of 
a friend who told me about a case in point. 
He was flying up to New Hampshire to see his 
mother, who was ill. He would have to take a 
small plane there, and he was deathly afraid of 
flying in small planes. His doctor told him to 
take a Xanax. It would calm him, he’d go in the 
box and wouldn’t care. The doc also told him 
just one Xanax would not make him an addict. 
His doc wrote a prescription for one pill, which 
my friend got, but on the morning he was to fly 
to New Hampshire, he could not locate the pill. 
In a panic, he called his doctor’s office, but the 
doctor was not in. Instead, they connected him 
with the doctor on call. 


“This doc listened to my story, and said 
he’d call in a prescription. | went down to the 
pharmacy and picked it up. At home, I opened 
the bag to see this little RX vial with my name 
on it and 15 Xanax pills inside. Further, if 
these ran out, I could get 12 refills until a year 
from now.” 

“Td sure like to see this vial,” I said. 

He went into the bathroom and returned 
to the table with it. The label said there were 
15 pills, but inside there was only one. 

“I took one,” he said, “saved that other 
one in there for another time, and flushed 
the other 13 down the toilet,” he told me. “I 
didn’t want them in the house. | also called 
the pharmacy and told them to cancel all 
the refills. Someone could go there, say they 
were my brother getting me the refill, pay the 
co-pay, get high and nobody would ever know. 
And read this literature that was in the bag.” 
This was even more shocking. Here are a 
few excerpts. 

“This medicine has been prescribed for you 
only. Do not pass it onto others. It may harm 
them, even if their signs (Continued on next page) 
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of illness are the same as yours.” 

“Xanax tablets should only be used for short- 
term treatment of anxiety. The overall duration 
of treatment should not be more than 12 weeks, 
including a period where the dose is gradually 
reduced (this is called ‘tapering’.)”

It’s been said that drug

“Talk to your doctor or pharmacist before 
taking Xanax if you...have abused drugs or 


alcohol in. the past or find it difficult to stop 
taking medicines, drinking or taking drugs. Your 
doctor may want to give you special help when 
you need to stop taking these tablets.” 

“Your doctor may increase your medicine 
in small increments. Where the dose does 
need to be increased, it is usual to increase 
the nighttime dose first, before the daytime 
doses, to make sure you are more alert during 
the day.” 

“It is possible to become dependent 
on medicines like Xanax while you are 
taking them, which increases the likelihood 
of getting withdrawal symptoms when you 
stop treatment.” 

That is as close as they come to saying what 
they should be saying in the first place: Xanax

hile more than 45,000 Americans 

die every year from drug overdoses, 
about 30,000 Americans die every year from 
auto accidents. To put this in perspective, only 
about 5,000 Americans died every year in the 
Vietnam Conflict. 

On August 19, I lost control of my car briefly on 
Main Street in East Hampton and struck a parked 
car. | was not traveling very fast and the airbags 
did not deploy. There were no people involved 
in this crash other than myself, but the damage 
exceeded $1,000 and so was enough for me to 
have to fill out a New York State Motor Vehicle 
Accident Report. It is four pages of small print 
and covers just about everything that might 
have happened during this accident. It required 


that I answer yes or no to each question and if 


yes go into further detail. 

If there were ever a document that made you 
fully aware of the fact that you are in charge of 
nearly two tons of moving steel capable of killing 
people, this is it. Here are some of the questions in 
this document. 

“List the names of all persons involved 
in the accident, and provide the date of 
death if anyone was killed in, or as a result 
of, the accident. If more than four people are 
involved, complete another report. In the 
ALL INVOLVED section of that report, provide 
the required information for everyone else 
involved in the accident. Enter the following 
codes in the appropriate columns: 1. Vehicle 
1. 2. Vehicle 2. B. Bicyclist. P. Pedestrian. O. 


Other pedestrian.” 


“Position in/on Vehicle: Enter the number 
from this diagram which corresponds to each 
person’s position. 1. Driver. 2-7. Passengers. 8. 
Riding/Hanging on Outside. 

“Check all columns that apply and describe 
injuries. A. Severe lacerations, broken or 
distorted limbs, skull fracture, crushed chest, 
internal injuries, unconscious when taken from 
the accident scene, unable to leave accident 
scene without assistance. B. Lump on head, 
abrasions, minor lacerations. C. Momentary 
unconsciousness, limping, nausea, hysteria, 
complaint of pain (no visible injury) whiplash 
(complaint of neck and head pain.)” 

This is the first accident I have been in since I 
was a teenager. The cause? Not sure. But I was 
driving tired. As a result of this experience, I’ve 
signed up for a safe driving course, just as a 
further reminder of what I am at the wheel of. 

Also, I recently saw a t-shirt that had 
this slogan on it: | PROBABLY SHOULD NOT 
DRIVE HOME. The word “probably” had a line 
through it. 

Someday, robots will drive us around. They 
never tire.

I've read that some of the great minds in 
America—Elon Musk has such a one—say they 
are very worried about robots taking over. 


I say we’ve been doing a crappy job of all this.”

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HIFF: “The Misogynists” Writer-Director Onur Tukel

urely you remember where you were 

when Donald Trump was_ declared 
our new President. In writer-director Onur 
Tukel’s HIFF-bound The Misogynists, Trump 
supporter Cameron (Dylan Baker) is in his 
hotel room loudly and lewdly celebrating with 
his ineffectual protégé Baxter (Jamie Block) 
and whoever comes through his door. Such 
innovative low-budget indie films as Applesauce 
and Catfight by the idiosyncratic, passionate, 
and hilarious filmmaker achieved cult status. 
But this decadent satire that boasts of amusing 
characters, daring performances, and sizzling 
dialogue is timely and might finally connect 


Tukel to a mainstream audience, at the festival 
and beyond. 

Danny Peary: Did you start writing The 
Misogynists on election night? 

Onur Tukel: | started writing it the next 
day. I copyrighted the first draft of the script 
on November 17, 2016, less than 10 days 
after the election, and then I spent seven 
months rewriting the movie before we shot it 
in the spring. 

DP: What was your reaction when Trump 
won? Did you know you'd have to make a movie 
about it? 

OT: Well, I was shocked. And I had the same 
smug reaction as a lot of liberals: “How could 
these idiots vote for Trump?” But then, my 
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anger turned toward the liberals who didn’t 
go out and vote for Hillary. That is what fueled 
my writing. I just unleashed my anger onto the 
page. That kept me relatively sane. 

DP: Talk about the major characters in 
your film. 

OT: You have Cameron, a middle-aged man 
with a great salary. He’s recently separated from 
his wife. There’s Baxter, his obsequious protégé, 
who’s keeping him company on election night. 
Baxter’s wife, Alice, is at home, trying her best 
not to lose her mind at the thought of Donald 
Trump being President. And there are the sex 
workers, Sasha and Amber, who have their 
own mini-adventure before meeting Baxter and 
Cameron, including getting into an existential 
argument with a Muslim cab driver. The movie 
is very much about how divisive the year 2016 
was. Trump’s election was devastating because 
he was so contentious. Anti-anxiety medication 
sales must be through the roof. 

DP: Were you startled that Dylan Baker 
agreed to play Cameron without your making 
him less vulgar? 

OT: I offered Dylan the role, thinking he 
wouldn’t want to do it. But he read it and 
embraced every word. He learned all of his lines 
in about a week. It’s hard to believe. He’s so 
funny and warm, and his character is so cynical 
and at times, disgusting. Dylan’s performance is 
as devastating as it is electrifying and we were 
all in awe watching him work. 

DP: Do you think Cameron is_ so 
pleased with the election because he despises 
people and thinks they are getting the monster 
they deserve? 

OT: It’s all there in his dialogue. Cameron 
is a believer in Darwinism. That’s why he 
proudly owns a gun. He doesn’t see the value of 
compassion in a world of anarchy. He believes 
there will be chaos in the streets very soon. 
He’s a realist. America was built on principles 
of.absolute selfishness. Having a leader like 
Donald Trump was inevitable, because he’s 
the product of a diseased culture. Every man 
for himself. Might makes right. It’s the 
American way. 

DP: How much of this film is about hypocrisy? 

OT: You could fan out the pages of the script 
like a deck of cards and say, “Pick a page, any 
page” and you’d find hypocrisy. [For example] 
Cameron brags about Trump being a truthful 
President yet admits he’s lied his ass off. 

DP: The Misogynists will be playing this 
weekend at the prestigious Hamptons 
International Film Festival. As a “madman of 
the cinema,” are you shocked and delighted? 

OT: I’ve been making indie movies for 
20 years now, and this is the best thing I’ve 
ever made. Delighted? No question. Shocked? 
No. This is the kind of movie that is supposed 
to play at great film festivals. It’s brave 
and beautifully made. And Dylan Baker’s 
performance is a tour de force. The rest of the 
cast and crew are artists. es really proud of 
what we’ve made. fi

f you love classic, pre-70s cars, then 

youll want to be at the Bridgehampton 

Museum Saturday, October 7 at 10 a.m. 
when the gates open for the public to come 
ogle and drool over some of the spiffiest 
automobiles to ever hit the island. And if 
you love watching classic cars drive the 
speed limit, you'll want to stick around until 
noon when the Road Rally commences, 
followed shortly thereafter by the second 
annual Tour d’Hamptons. 

Between 1915 and 1921, sporting drivers 
raced the dirt roads of Bridgehampton. From 
1949 until 1953, crowds of up to 50,000 people 
came to watch cars race at speeds of up 
to 100 mph on public roads. When New 
York State outlawed street racing in 1953, 
the Bridgehampton Lions Club and racing 
supporters established the Bridgehampton 
Race Circuit. One of America’s first closed 
tracks—and one of its most challenging—the 
Bridgehampton Race Circuit, aka “The Bridge,” 
opened in 1957. The Race Circuit closed for 
good in 1998 and the property was developed 
into a beautiful golf club, also called The Bridge, 
which opened in 2002. Remnants of the track 
are still visible. 

Bridgehampton is the only hamlet on the East 
End that can claim this significance—its unique 
racing history. The track itself is another special 
entity. “People on the street today have no 
idea,” asserts Julie Greene, Collections Manager 
of the Bridgehampton Museum. 

Greene looks forward to the Museum's 
Bridgehampton Road Rally every year. As she 
says, “people learn history without realizing it.” 

The Museum began holding its annual Rally

to bring Bridgehampton’s rich racing history 
to life in 1993. Since 2012, Greene has been 
actively involved in the planning of the Rally. 
“['m not a car person and I find this whole event 
so enjoyable—especially bringing out all the 


‘cars from the past and seeing them all on the 


lawn. It’s a lot of fun!” 

When reached for an interview, Greene, 
who personally lays out the course, said she 
was. still “putting the finishing touches on.” 
The exact path is top secret until Rally day, 
Saturday, October 7, when competitors in pre- 
1970 vehicles set out on this 60-mile jaunt. 

When asked what she is allowed to divulge 
about this year’s Rally route, Greene said, 
“Well...the summer exhibition in the 
Archive Building is called For the Love of 
The Game: Bridgehampton’s Baseball History, 
so we will be travelling a course that 
incorporates baseball!” 

This year, as in previous years, trivia questions 
will realte to the exhibition inside the museum. 
For example, when a golfing exhibition was 
on display, there were golf-related questions 


to be answered by visiting the different | 


golf courses along the route. There were 
questions that could only be answered by 
visiting local farm stands when the exhibit was 
about farming. In other words, get ready to visit 
some baseball fields. 

Each car is manned by a driver who 
is assisted by his or her official navigator. 
This is not a speed race. Teams compete to 
arrive at stops and the finish line at preset 
times. Stops and drive-bys are sprinkled 
throughout the Rally route, and _ these 
provide answers to a set of trivia questions

that are distributed at the start. 

Greene notes that “years ago we never had to 
contend with people Googling trivia answers on 
their cell phones. Check your spellings or you 
could be disqualified!” The trivia judges know 
what the internet says and they prefer that you 
give the right answer! 

Teams also try their hand with Lady Luck 
herself by collecting four playing cards along - 
the route—the winner is determined at the end 
of the race when the fifth cards are given out. 
After all the cars are in, the team with the best 
poker hand wins a special prize. 

This will also be the second year of the Tour 
d’Hamptons, which is a shorter drive, lasting 
about 40 minutes, concurrent with the Rally but 
open to all cars of interest. 

Throughout this year’s Saturday event, a 
collection of artwork associated with car racing, 
curated by Greene, will be on display inside the 
museum and under the tent. 

The forecast calls for mostly sunny skies on 
Saturday with a high in the low 70s. As Greene 
says, “The Rally is a nice way to start the fall 
season out here.”

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THE WEDDING OF THE CENTURY TOOK PLACE 

JULY 13, 1940. AT LEAST THAT'S THE WAY THE 
WAR-WEARY PRESS REPORTED ON THE MARRIAGE 
OF PRETTY BLONDE ANNE MCDONNELL TO HENRY 
FORD Il. L/FE MAGAZINE REPORTED, “TWO GREAT 
U.S. INDUSTRIAL FORTUNES WERE JOINED IN 
SOUTHAMPTON, LONG ISLAND, ON JULY 13...” 


The Ford family hardly needs introduction. Henry Ford II (1917-1987) was the 
eldest son of Edsel Ford and eldest grandson of Henry Ford. He was president 

of the Ford Motor Company from 1945 to 1960, and under his leadership, Ford 
became a publicly traded corporation in 1956. Anne McDonnell (1920-1996) was 
the daughter of stockbroker James McDonnell and the granddaughter of Thomas 
E. Murray, one of the most prolific inventors in history, with 462 patents. Murray 
invented such devices as the dimmer switch and the screw-in fuse; he developed 
electric power plants in New York City, amassing a huge fortune. 


The McDonnell-Murrays were some of the first Irish Catholics to build summer 
homes in Southampton; before the 1920s it was a purely WASP domain. Legend has 
it that the only reason Southampton Bathing Corp. admitted Murray as a member 
was because he had invented a filter to keep sand from flowing into his pool along 
with seawater, and the Bathing Corp wanted to use it in its pool. 


The McDonnell-Murray clan was enormous; Anne had 14 brothers and sisters 
(and 83 first cousins!) and her Murray cousins had 11 children in the family. And 
it was enormously rich: the McDonnell house at Southampton had 50 rooms, 

a pool, tennis court, and a polo field; their New York apartment had 29 rooms 
and a separate kitchen just for the children. The entire family eventually owned 
300 acres of oceanfront in Southampton and Water Mill. (Squabble Lane got 
its name because it separated two factions of the family, who enjoyed family 
infighting.) 


At one point, Mrs. McDonnell gave each of her children three acres of land. 
Some sold after prices rose; others stayed, so that there are still McDonnells 
and Murrays inhabiting their family land. Sadly, the McDonnell name, once 
so prestigious, became obscure after the failure, in 1970, of McDonnell & 
Compant, the Wall Street brokerage house. 


As the date of the wedding approached, excitement was high in Southampton; 
the Edsel Fords arrived in Southampton in their yacht, the Onika, anchored in 
Peconic Bay. Even old Mr. Ford showed up and danced with the bride. The new 
Mr. and Mrs. Ford eventually got on a cruise ship in San Francisco and set sail for 
Honolulu. 


After their honeymoon, the newly married couple needed a place to live, of 
course, not to mention a summer home and a hunting lodge. They purchased 
what they considered the loveliest home in Grosse Pointe for their main house, 
a 40-something room red brick mansion on the shore of Lake St. Clair. The 
house had been designed by John Russell Pope, who had also designed the 
Jefferson Memorial and the National Gallery of Art. Across the lake, in Ontario, 
Ford purchased a hunting lodge with duck marsh, which he humorously referred 
to as Mud Creek Lodge. He spent weekends there hunting birds.

For asummer home, only Southampton would do, of 
course. The Fords purchased beautiful Halcyon Lodge 

on Gin Lane in 1946. Halcyon Lodge, built in 1893, is a 

rare example of Stick Style architecture in the village. In 
1951 the Fords commissioned Modernist architect Phillip 
Johnson to design a glass pavilion addition to the house, 
which is still there today. When the Fords eventually 

sold Halcyon Lodge, they asked the buyers if they could 
dismantle the glass box and take it with them as they loved 
it so much. They were told no. 


The Fords were ambitious. In the late "50s the Fords began 
planning a grand new house. Ford spent many years 
buying contiguous parcels of land to create the estate 

he eventually named Fordune. (It’s difficult to say how 
much he spent, since so many parcels were combined and 
purchased at different times.) In 1957, Sports Illustrated 
wrote, “Brought to The Hamptons by his wife’s family, who 
inhabit a string of estates along the sea, Henry Ford II is 
building one of the greatest showplaces of the times. He 
has had to lay over a mile of blacktop through the fields of 
rye to reach the land which blankets 100 acres on the east 
end of town. The white brick house with its white columns 
and its steep gray slate roof stands before a driveway 100 
feet square. Above the portico are four large baskets of 
cement fruit. Whole paneled rooms, fireplaces and parquet 
floors have been imported from European chateaux in the 
grand fin-de-siecle manner perfected by the Vanderbilts.”

The Wedding of the Century: 


Anne McDonnell married Henry Ford IT 
on July 13, 1940, despite Henry’s spats. 
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FOREVER FORDUNE 


Got $175 million? This could be your pool 


Sports Illustrated estimated that Ford had already spent about $800,000 on land. 
It added, “So far the Fords have 1,082 feet of beach, but he would like to add 
another 1,000 feet.” Yet the Ford property was not the highest rated for taxes in 
Southampton. That honor went to the du Ponts’ home on Meadow Lane, which is 
now Calvin Klein’s property. 


The new house, which cost $2.3 million to build and furnish, resembled a French 
chateau. On their frequent trips to Europe the Fords shopped for treasures. 

They were photographed at auctions, and their private collection became 
noteworthy. The furniture and art were shipped over to the United States and then 
transported to Grosse Pointe and Southampton by van. 


The massive house is 16,000 square feet, with a 48-foot long living room with 
French parquet floors. The main house is flanked by three wings: one with servant/ 
guest rooms; one with an enormous kitchen; and one with a huge library. Of course, 
the estate featured pretty flower gardens, ponds, rolling lawns, as well as a pool and 
tennis court. 


Unfortunately, Ford didn’t get the enjoy the estate, which eventually included 235 
acres, for all that long. He and Anne divorced in 1964 and she was awarded the 
estate. Both eventually remarried. 


In 1975 Anne sold the estate to Italian financier Carlo Traglio. He paid the bargain 
price of $1.8 million, $500,000 less than Ford spent to build just the mansion. 
Traglio then subdivided the property, keeping the main house and 44 acres of 
oceanfront for himself. The other acres were divided into a gated enclave of 40 
homes. (The Hilton family owns one of them, comprising 2.7 acres.) 


The name of the enclave? Fordune, of course. 


Fordune is for sale. The property, now known as Jule Pond, asking $175 million, is 
represented by Zachary Vichinsky and Cody Vichinsky at Bespoke Real Estate.

Judi Desiderio, CEO and President of Town & Country Real Estate, agrees. “There 


certainly remains a segment of the market where bigger is better, but there are 
others where less is more and a cottage on the bay or beach house in Montauk is 
more in keeping with their lifestyle.” 


According to Desiderio, what buyers want is enough room for extended family. 

Of course, how much room depends on their pocketbooks. “The average size home 
sold today is just over 3,000 square feet,” she says. “The uber-rich spending over $20 
million are buying more like 10,000 square feet.” 


Three thousand square feet is the sweet spot, according to Martha Gundersen at 


Brown Harris Stevens. Buyers want four to five bedrooms, a pool, on no 

less than a half an acre. Gundersen comments, “There is a glut of mega- 
mansions on the market, both north and south. I think builders overestimated the 
demand for these properties. Unless a property is extraordinary, it is not going to 
trade quickly.” 


Mary Slattery at Corcoran says, “Buyers in the $3 million to $6 million range 

do not necessarily want larger homes, but they do want new or newer construction 
in or close to our villages. Turnkey is key for today’s busy buyers. Buyers do not want 
projects, though they say they don’t mind a ‘little’ work. It is never a ‘little’ work.” 
Desiderio concurs. “People today have such little free time to spend with decorators

or designers. They want it toothbrush ready! Even builders are staging new homes and 
they're selling more quickly.” 


What about tennis courts? Are they still a must-have? No, says pretty much everyone. 
Carol Nobbs at Douglas Elliman notes, “I have not had demand for tennis this past 
year... I think that is changing.” Gundersen says that tennis is less important: “In fact, 
I am happy that people would rather see more lawn or garden than tennis.” 


John Christopher of Sotheby’s reports, “At one time, tennis courts were a must have. 
Now, a lot of builders offer the room to build one. Depending on the buyer, they have 
the option to build or not.” 


Instead of tennis, outdoor spaces with fireplaces, outdoor kitchens, grills, firepits and 
even TVs are in favor. As Desiderio says, “Since most Hamptons owners use their 
homes during the three seasons of spring, summer and fall, they’re opting for 
outdoor living.” 


One thing that will never change is the cardinal rule in real estate. “Location, location, 
ocation certainly is the number one criteria for buyers,” according to Slattery. “The 
ocation is important for resale. A home in the Hamptons is an investment for most 


buyers, and location is key.” 


But as Desiderio says, “All East End dirt is premium.”

Something magical happens when two talents merge to become one creative 


force. Think Christo and Jeanne-Claude, Basquiat and Warhol; Gilbert & Sullivan, 
Simon & Garfunkel, Lennon-McCartney. Each member of these famous duos has 
his or her own brilliance, but few would deny the mysterious alchemy born of 
their bonds. 


So it is with White Flower Farmhouse owner and designer Lori Guyer 

and woodworker John Mehrman. The North Forkers have forged an 

excellent partnership capable of producing some of the finest custom furniture 
and unique home accessories available on the East End. But it took some years 
before their talents intersected—and even longer for them to find a common 


groove. 
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“It’s my sickness, my addiction,” Mehrman says, noting 
that, for him, working with Guyer is less about money 
than it is about the joy of creating “functional art” 
for people who appreciate it. “It’s [about] providing 
something they’re really happy with,” he says, adding 
later, “I like what I’m doing.”

Neither Guyer nor Mehrman started in the business where they now thrive. She 
was a graphic designer and art director for The Long Island Traveler-Watchman 
newspaper with a knack for finding vintage treasures, and he was a math 
teacher with an obsession for woodworking. Each transitioned into a new life 
and line of work, eventually finding a vital counterpart in the other. 


“T had three kids in three years,” Guyer says, explaining the catalyst for leaving 
the newspaper. Seeking new ways to make money—on her terms and, more 
importantly, schedule—she turned to a brand new online auction website where 
she could sell her yard sale treasures. “eBay had just started,” Guyer says. “I was 
selling any little vintage-y thing I could find.” 


To her surprise, people really responded to Guyer’s aesthetic, so she spent 

more time customizing her finds and upcycling them, long before that was a 
word. Along with selling online, her restyled, repainted and refurbished furniture 
was a big hit at local antique markets. “Literally, I would sell out every time,” 
Guyer says. 


Meanwhile, Mehrman was teaching math and heading toward a comfortable 
retirement. Along the way, his and Guyer’s daughters began attending 
school together. 


After some time selling online and at markets, Guyer opened her first shop in 
Wading River, but it was a small operation within someone else’s venue. When 
word spread and business improved, she moved White Flower Farmhouse to 
Peconic. Eleven years later, in 2011, Guyer outgrew her space again and moved 
to White Flower’s current location, at 53995 Main Road in Southold.

on Disbrow, founder of Antique Lumber Co. has a different 
idea of what makes a house beautiful and interesting, and 
thankfully so do his discerning clients. For Disbrow, reclaimed 
wood—the planks, flooring, paneling and beams pulled from 
old barns and historic structures all over the country—has an 
appeal far superior to anything coming fresh from the mill. 


“You can’t achieve that look out of new material,” 
he says, “the patinas, the colors.”

“During the process, people asked for decorating advice,” Guyer says, explaining 
how White Flower Farmhouse evolved from a retail business into a full-service 
shop, offering interior design consultation and custom furnishings for a 


discerning clientele. 


As more people came to Guyer asking for items she didn’t have, she 
would work with them to find new ideas and solutions. It quickly became clear 
she needed a true craftsman who could implement the beautiful things she 


envisioned. 


“T had a hard time finding somebody who knew how to make a farm table 

that looked good with structural integrity,” Guyer recalls. She went through 
several carpenters and craftsmen before finding the right partner. Lucky for her, 
Mehrman retired in 2008 and—because their daughters were school chums— 
she had already come to him for tips, repairs and ideas in the past. 


“I’m sort of a wood mechanic,” Mehrman says, acknowledging his ability to 
make just about anything. But only Guyer’s vision steered him toward the often 
rough-hewn pieces he’s now regularly asked to make. 


As Guyer remembers it, the first farm table Mehrman made was far from what 
she wanted. “It looked like a brand new table,” she laughs, explaining how the 
perfectionist had zero understanding of the vintage aesthetic they’re now 
famous for. “He planed and sanded off all the patina.” 


Seeing Mehrman’s confusion, Guyer told him, “Leave the beautiful saw 


marks. Leave the scratches, the dents.” It took more cajoling, including some 
encouragement from Mehrman’s wife, but eventually he came to see beauty 
in imperfection. “He realized there’s something to be said about leaving the 
surface of the table,” Guyer says. 


They now work together on all sorts of projects, using their combined genius to 
devise various designs, from concept to construction to final finishes. And while 
their furniture may embrace an imperfect look, both Guyer and Mehrman attest 
to the value of perfectly sound structure. 


“He’s a mathematician,” Guyer says, describing Mehrman’s heirloom-quality 
creations. “You could pass it down from generation to generation—it’s going to 
last.” 


Not far from White Flower Farmhouse, Mehrman’s home and workshop is a 
testament to his deep obsession with wood. Along with a garage full of power 
tools and massive electric saws, his property has a mill and more than 25,000 
board feet of lumber—delivered, reclaimed or cut on site—stashed in several 
outbuildings. “It’s my sickness, my addiction,” Mehrman says, noting that, for 
him, working with Guyer is less about money than it is about the joy of creating 
“functional art” for people who appreciate it.

Is a deed in jeopardy? The first step to determine who owns a given parcel fe ee 
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of real estate in the State of New York is to visit the county clerk’s office 

and to locate the latest recorded deed on the parcel. Recording of a deed is j 

imperative because we live in a race-notice state and, under the peabiclc Ji Lia 
Act, priority of ownership is often determined by who records their deed first _ 
(i.e., the First in Time / First in Right Rule). However, a deed can be rescinded or 

voided, and therefore the deed is not the last word on the topic of real estate Tr ae 


ownership. If any of these lawsuits set aside the deed, the recorded — 


deed is in jeopardy. Only when these doubts paral 
been cleared should a property be sold. —

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A forged deed is void and cannot transfer title. There is no statute of limitations to set aside a forged deed. In a forgery ft hn 7 H mt 


litigation, key to restoring the proper owner to deeded title is the use of exemplars of an individual's accurate signature 
and expert testimony to demonstrate that the signature on the deed is a forgery. An expert should always be initially 
consulted on a forgery claim and thereafter prepare an expert report before any lawsuit is commenced. When a deed is 
signed and notarized, there is a presumption of due execution, which requires clear and convincing evidence of forgery to 
be overcome. Therefore, an interested party’s uncorroborated testimony is insufficient to prevail on the case (that is, the 
person saying they should own the property’s testimony is not compelling) without corroboration from an expert witness. 
Saying “That is not my signature!” is just not enough. 
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Unlike forgery, fraud does not render a deed transfer void. Instead, a deed obtained by fraudulent means is voidable. a 


This distinction results in there being a statute of limitations, either 6 years from the fraud or 2 years from the discovery a . 
__ of the fraud, to bring this type of lawsuit. While fraud is a term that we throw around often in common parlance, it has a

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FIVE LAWSUITS | 


THAT CAN UNDO THE TRANSFER OF PROPERTY 


In New York, minors, the developmentally disabled, and persons of unsound mind lack the capacity 
to transfer real estate. However, the law does not preclude such individuals from holding real estate. — foie 
These individuals must transfer real estate through their legal representatives in order to convey good _ 

title. When a transfer is made by a minor, developmentally disabled person, or a person of unsound 
mind, having such status as of the date and time of the conveyance (not generally), and without a 
legal representative, such transfer is void. However, these three categories rarely result in suit for lack — 
of capacity. Instead, corporate capacity is a far greater issue that is litigated in this state. Corporations, 
Limited Liability Companies, and trusts that sell real estate can only do so through authorized : 4 oa 
representatives. Therefore, a real estate conveyance by such an entity that is not accompanied by 

a corporate resolution granting authority or, at the least, an examination of the entity's authorizing — ee — 
documents, is subject to a lawsuit seeking to void the transaction for lack of capacity if suit is brought — 

within 6 years. Therefore, a corporate seller should present a deed together with their authority to execute — - 
such deed when they are trying to sell property. 
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CONSTRUCTIVE TRUST 


In seeking fairness, a deed can be transferred by the courts where ownership cannot be retained in good conscience. This is cage 
the most flexible lawsuit available to set aside a deed as it seeks to impose equity and fairness based upon the deed holder eae Sie a : ; 
having been unjustly enriched through a broken promise. The courts needn’t strictly adhere to the requirements of this suit, i 2 
which are the existence of a confidential or fiduciary relationship that the deed holder had made a promise (either express t i + +++ + 
or implied) which induced a prior transfer of the real estate, and that such promise was broken resulting in the deed holder's herr 
unjust enrichment. Instead, the key issue is if the plaintiff can establish another’s benefit that was gained at their expense. 
The quintessential lawsuit is where two people agree to jointly purchase a parcel of property, both share in the down 
payment and both contribute to the closing costs, but for some reason (such as credit worthiness, fear of unmaterialized 
legal exposure, or manipulation) only one person is listed on the deed. Thereafter, the other party seeks their joint ownership 
through a constructive trust action. This lawsuit must be commenced within six years of the wrong, so if you are not on the 
deed for a strange reason that you could never really understand, you better act quickly in bringing this lawsuit. 


ADVERSE POSSESSION 


Where real estate is subject to actual, open, notorious, exclusive and continuous occupancy for over 10 years, its deeded ttf 
ownership can be changed to such occupant from the titled owner by way of an adverse possession lawsuit, Think” ane 
boundary line issues where a neighbor has a hedge that exists partially over your property line and no one has ever said 
anything about it, until you did when you were selling your house. When you brought the issue to bear, your neighbor 
counterclaimed for ownership of the hedge parcel through an adverse possession lawsuit. However, in 2008, the Adverse - 
Possession Statute was amended in order to discourage claims where one knows that the property is actually owned by. 
another, as your neighbor knew all along. Lawn mowing and the existence of fences, hedges, shrubbery and the like con, 
no longer provide the grounds for adverse possession.

In my youth, I loved the 
alien-looking Citr6ens in Paris. 
I bought one for myself when I 
lived and worked as a teacher 
in Montreal during the ’70s. I’ve 
taken a liking to classic cars 
ever since I was a toddler in my 
dad’s first car, a Studebaker 
“Bullet Nose” model, and, as 
I grew up, a rocket-shaped 
Thunderbird when I was first 
given the car keys for the 
junior prom. There’s too much _ | 
nostalgia to fail to take notice. — 
How long have you been 
creating art? 

I’ve been an artist most of my 
life, since I first held a crayon or pencil. Perhaps 
it may have had to do with my deafness since 
birth? My drawing ability gained practice long 
before | learned to speak, mostly out of necessity, 
as a desperate means of communication among 
family and friends, grownups especially, when 
I wanted something, which I'd draw and show. 
Is there one piece of advice or wisdom you’ve 
received from another artist that you’ve 
always remembered? 

Perhaps the best unspoken advice for all 
aspiring artists is to visit the museums and 
art galleries, scrutinizing each art form. 
Another blessing would be to have met such 
artists while they are living. When I met artist 
David Hockney during my 20s, | spent the 
entire day in his studio taking pictures.

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Is There a Right Time to Take Social Security?

Social Security benefits are a cornerstone of 
retirement income for many Americans. Yet, deciding 
when to start collecting benefits can be a puzzle, and 
the solution is different for everyone. You can claim 
Social Security as early as age 62, or delay it until 
your 70th birthday. The longer you wait, the larger 
your monthly benefit will be. There are a variety of 
ways you can structure your Social Security claiming 
_ $strategy, based on your income needs, personal 
__ Savings and retirement goals. Use the following three 

‘scenarios to evaluate what timing is best for you: 
Starting Social Security early 
A person who will retire at age 62 is counting on 
- Social Security to help meet income needs once 
retirement begins. His monthly benefit will be 
$1,500, 25% below what he would have received at 
age 66, which is his full retirement age. 

Those who claim early will receive a smaller 
monthly benefit. If you are retired or plan to retire 
early, claiming Social Security before full retirement 
age may make sense. Social Security can help you 
cover living costs and prevent you from having to 
draw down significant sums from your personal 
savings. Therefore, this form of cash flow can help 
sustain your savings for what could be decades in 
retirement. However, if you keep working after you 
claim and your income exceeds the earnings limit, 
_ you might sacrifice some of your current Social 
__ Security benefits until you reach full retirement age. 


Claiming benefits at full retirement age 

A working spouse plans to claim her full retirement 
benefit at age 66. Claiming helps provide a cash 
flow cushion as she and her husband begin a slow 
transition into retirement. Her benefit of $2,733 per 
month would be 32% higher if she waited until age 
70, but she will collect a minimum of $32,796 per year 
in benefits beginning at age 66. 

Waiting until full retirement age to claim benefits 
means that your monthly paycheck will be higher 
than if you began taking them at an earlier age. For 
a married couple needing an income boost, it may 
be wise to have the lower earning spouse (who 
qualifies for a lower Social Security benefit) be the 
one who claims benefits first. This is because if the 
spouse earning the higher Social Security benefit is 
the first to die, the surviving spouse will begin to 
collect that person’s higher benefit. Therefore, it 
may make sense to have the higher-earning spouse 
delay claiming until he or she qualifies for the 
highest possible benefit. 

Collecting benefits as late as possible 

Starting on his or her 70th birthday, a person can 
begin collecting the maximum benefit. Knowing this, 
a wife who is the highest-earning spouse waits until 
turning 70 to first collect Social Security, generating 
income of $3,224 per month. That is 32% higher than 
the $2,450 monthly benefit she qualified for at full 
retirement age. 

If you choose to keep working, or you rely on your 
savings until you claim at age 70, you will qualify 
to receive the maximum monthly benefit. After 


age 70, the maximum amount does not change, so 
there is no reason to delay collecting beyond your 
70th birthday. Waiting to claim may make sense 
if you plan to continue working later in life or if 
you have sufficient assets to satisfy your income 
needs once you retire without risking your long-term 
financial security. 


Be mindful when making decisions. 

Determining when to claim Social Security 
is something that is best done in the context of 
your overall retirement plan. Know what other 
sources of income are available and how those 
can best be utilized in conjunction with Social 
Security. Discussing this matter with your financial 
advisor can help you make suitable choices for 
your circumstances. @

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Give A Little, Take A Little at Free Libraries

ig things sometimes come in small packages— 

like Little Free Libraries. You may have seen 
some of these birdhouse-resembling structures 
popping up Montauk daisy-like across the East End. 
Open them up, however, and you won’t find any 
measly birdseed. No—you’ll find, instead, the seeds 
of knowledge—books! : 

Little Free Library is a Wisconsin-based nonprofit 
that seeks to remedy the situation that, according to 
the U.S. Department of Education, up to 61% of low- 
income families do not have any books for their kids 
at home. The organization hopes to inspire a love of 
reading, to build community and spark creativity by 
fostering neighborhood book exchanges around the 
world. As part of their initiative, millions of books 
change hands via their libraries 
each year, profoundly increasing 
access to books for readers of all 
ages and backgrounds. 

Hampton Bays Public Library 
established one of the first Little 
Free Libraries on the East End 
when theirs opened almost 
a year ago, directly in front of 
the library’s Ponquogue Avenue 
entrance, fully stocked with 
books for all ages. “Patrons love 
our Little Free Library!” Susan 
LaVista, Director of the Hampton 
Bays Library, says. Given the 
success of their first Library, 
LaVista says she'd like to see 
more in Hampton Bays—perhaps 
one at the new Good Ground Park 
and one at the local beach. She

hasn’t yet approached the Town for permission, but 
plans to do so soon. LaVista also notes that, “While 
they’re not quite the same as a Little Free Library, we 
also have two book shelves stocked with free books 
at a local laundromat and at the local food pantry.” 
Over in Southampton, reference librarian Sara 
Fiore spearheaded Rogers Memorial Library’s Little 
Free Library near the playground in Agawam Park, 
which opened early this summer. According to Beth 
Gates, Head of Reference at the library, community 
response to their Little Free Library has been 
tremendous. She says their Little Free Library is 
refilled weekly with adult, children’s and young adult 
books, many from the Friends of Rogers Memorial 
Library Book Sale, all of which are donated. Every 
time they refill the Library, she said, patrons are 
busy thumbing through the 15 or so books on hand.

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The Dope on Dopo La Spiaggia

he last time I made my way down to this 

Sag Harbor building was just after Superstorm 
Sandy. Back then it housed Tutto il Giorno and there 
was water threatening to reach it across Bay Street. 
But my husband and ‘I found that all was warm and 
delicious inside. 

It had been too long. Husband wanted to come 
along this time too, but he had a rehearsal to get to. 
When he’s not “professionally” eating and drinking, 
he’s a musician. For this meal I was joined on a windy 
night by cookbook author Hillary Davis. 


Understatement: Hillary loves Italian food. 

Full disclosure: | can walk to Dopo La Spiaggia 
from my Sag Harbor home, and stumble home. 

Fun fact: Dopo La Spiaggia means “after the 
beach,” but you can go there anytime and it’s open 
year-round. 

The current menu is shared with that of sister 
restaurant Dopo La Spiaggia in East Hampton, and 
both places offer nightly specials. 

We started with Sardinian Carasau bread from 
the grill. Hillary swooned, “It’s better than the most 
perfect pizza crust. It’s so thin—there’s no calories!” 
I like the way she thinks. 

We were seated up front by the bar, a particularly 
romantic and very relaxing space with its view of 
the water and the candle flicker reflecting off the 
pale shade of the walls, as groovy music plays from 
above. We both said we’d bring our guys here soon. 


Hillary started with a glass of 
a white Sicilian blend, and with a 
“Make that two!” so did I. Smooth 
and versatile, this vino might 
go with. everything. But Hillary 
followed up with a_ request 
for a red. We both sampled 
the Super Tuscan and found it 
super aggressive. Hillary settled 
on a red Borolo from Tasca 
Regaleali, commenting, “Ooh, 
I like that. It’s good—a little 
peppery.” Yes, flavor is how we 
choose our wines. 


Some local beverages 
tempted—WoOlffer Estate 
Vineyard’s rosé, Greenport 


Harbor Brewing Company’s IPA 
and Harbor Ale, and Dopo’s 

“Sag Side” of Bombay Sapphire 

Gin, St. Germain Elderflower 

Liqueur, mint leaves, . lime 

juice, with splashes of cranberry 
and soda beckoned—but I cut myself off after 
the white. 

“Antipasti,” “Primi,” “Secondi,” “Contorni,” “Dolce,” 
“Whateveri.” I encouraged Hillary to order strictly 
“whatever she wanted.” You can do that at Dopo and 
the service is so smooth, dishes arrive as if by magic. 

Hillary started with a generous portion of Frito 
Misto of sweet shrimp, calamari and “perfect” 
zucchini. She insisted on sharing and I did not resist.

Tender and piping hot. 
My Culatello starter was 
exactly as it should be—those 
thin, salty slices of meat and 
cuts of sweet melon at the height 
of ripeness. I cleaned my plate. 
When Hillary’s brick chicken, 
“Pollo,” arrived, she exclaimed, 
“Ooh, this smells like chicken!” I 
knew what she meant—the real 
deal. A chicken breast prepared 
“under the brick” with capers, 
black olives and spinach. She 
found her bird to be “so pretty” 
and tender. 
My first thought when 
the colorful Rigatoni with 
homemade sausage and bright 
» green peas against its brilliant 
£ vodka sauce arrived was, “Oops, 
é this is what I ordered when I last 

ate at Dopo in East Hampton.” 
But I didn’t regret it. This hearty 
dish, served nicely al dente, can fend off any cool 
autumnal breezes. 

For dessert we shared a Mixed Berry Tart in a 
delicate crust, drizzled with créme anglaise. Amen

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SoFo Day Drinking at the Big Three

he North Fork of Long Island is home to more 

than 60 wineries, about 50 of which include 
tasting rooms. The South Fork, with its “big three” 
wineries, is no slouch in Long Island Wine Country. 
My husband and I! recently conducted an “in- 
depth survey.” 


WOLFFER ESTATE VINEYARD 
SAGAPONACK 


Wolffer’s Tuscan-style winery on Sagg Road was 
closed for a function, so we dropped by the Wolffer 
Wine Stand on Montauk Highway for a bottle of 
Grapes of Roth riesling and to snack on cheese and 
bread as we gazed out over fellow pleasure-seekers 
and rows of grape vines heavy with fruit. Grapes of 
Roth is W6lffer’s longtime winemaker and partner, 
Roman Roth’s, label. Like the winery’s late founder, 
Christian W6lffer, Roth is German.

Get in line for a delish experience! 


Somehow in the summer rush we’d missed the 
release of W6lffer’s Cuvée Cider, so we picked up a 
bottle of that as well. Fingers crossed, it might be just 
the thing to pair with lobster pie. 

This 55-acre vineyard was founded in 1988 and 
remains in the W6lffer family. It’s part of a 175-acre 
estate that features boarding stables, 39 paddocks, 
an indoor jumping ring and a Grand Prix field. 

Many of the wines are named after beloved 
show horses:

CHANNING DAUGHTERS 
BRIDGEHAMPTON 


The first vines—Chardonnay—were planted by 
Jate founder Walter Channing in 1982 and, yes, there 
are Channing daughters—four of them. 

Channing offers some great wines—whites, reds, 
pinks, oranges, vermouth, sparklers and more. Now 
they also carry Sagaponika Vodka from their potato- 
growing neighbors to the south. At $40 a bottle that 
was a must-have. 

Award-winning winemaker, and _ partner, 
Christopher Tracy hails from California and is an 
enthusiastic experimenter. It’s very exciting to 
explore the possibilities of Long Island terroir, since 
no one yet knows all that this relatively new wine 
region is capable of producing. 

There is some outdoor seating, but we stayed 
in the tasting room peppering staffer Carl with 
questions between sips and bites of cracker. 

We were quite taken with the Lagrein 2014, which 
was made from...wait for it...100% Lagrein grapes. 
Channing is the only East End winery growing this 
black grape, which is popular in Northeastern Italy. 


IThis wine is deep but mild, lightly spicy, smooth. We 
bought a bottle for sipping at home.

DUCK WALK 
WATER MILL 


In addition to several acres around the Parrish 
Art Museum, this vineyard maintains over 130 acres 
on the North Fork. It enjoys a sisterly relationship 
with Pindar, Long Island’s largest vineyard. Both 
wineries’ wines are available at their Port Jefferson 
location, where they have a full tasting bar and 
wine shop. The Duck Walk winery and vineyard was 
first established in 1986 under another name and 
owner. Since 1994, it has been owned and run by the 
Damianos family. 

In 2007 Duck Walk added a location in Southold, on 
the North Fork, surrounded by 30 beautiful acres of 
Sauvignon Blanc vines. 

Our server Elaine suggested we try some whites 
and reds before moving on to their dessert wines, 
such as Aphrodite, a late harvest Gewtirztraminer. 
We tried their first-ever riesling, the 2014. Sweet, with 
floral overtones, this is right in the middle (from dry 
to super-sweet) of what a riesling can be. We found 
the Southampton White undemanding and infinitely 
quaffable. Maybe not “infinitely,” but a person could 
drink a lot of this stuff. It’s dry and versatile. We 
bought a 750 ml bottle. 

The gift shop offers everything you could need for 
a picnic, even if you’re only going as far as the patio 
next to Duck Walk’s koi pond. We were strong and 
didn’t buy a bottle of their delicious and Pape 
Blueberry Port...this time.

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This A-Frame House Gets an A-Plus

Ww: love A-frame houses. They peaked 
in popularity between the _ mid-1950s - 


and 1970s, when the idea of a modern weekend 
home was enticing to the newly moneyed middle 
class. They were most popular in the mountains, 
we think, because their steep roofs enabled 
them to shed snow easily. But they were also 
built in beach areas because they were affordable. 
One of the best known A-frames is the Elizabeth 
Reese House, built in Sagaponack by Andrew Geller 


in 1955. Published in the New York Times, this 
design helped popularize the A-frame. 

There aren't that many of them left now: Many 
were bulldozed for more traditional styles, but we 
still love their fun, funky mid-century optimism. This 
example could be called a double A-frame, which 
makes for some interesting loft-like interiors. Yes, 
it could use some updating—how about a fun new 
kitchen with retro-colored appliances—but it seems 
basically fine as it is. In all, there are three bedrooms 
and two baths in 1,700 square feet. The lot size is 
0.34 of an acre.
